During  the  Autumn,  when  publicity  was  given  to  the  incidence  of 

DIPHTHERIA  IN  OTHER  PARTS  OF  THE  COUNTRY,  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

Committee  approved  the  use  of  propaganda  leaflets  in  support  of 
THE  Immunisation  Campaign.

HAS  BEEN  GOOD.  AS  IN  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR,  INJECTIONS  WERE  GIVEN

IS  UNSATISFACTORY, 

SEWERAGE . 

As  THE  VARIOUS  SCHEMES  OF  THE  COUNCIL  REACH  COMPLETION, 
QUITE  NATURALLY,  OTHER  PARISHES  EXPECT  TO  BE  CONSIDERED  FOR  MAIN 
DRAINAGE.  IT  IS  EXPEDIENT  THAT  THE  COUNCIL  SHOULD  PROCEED  WITH 
THOSE  SCHEMES  ALREADY  " ON  THE  STOCKS"  BUT  THE  LIST  OF  PRIORITIES 
IS  CONSTANTLY  UNDER  REVIEW.  THE  MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  HAS  ASKED 
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Sewerage .  (Cont) 

FOR  ATTENTION  TO  BE  DRAWN  TO  AREAS  OF  PARTICULAR  URGEMWCY  IN 
THIS  REPORT.  MUCH  TIME  IS  SPENT  BY  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 
IN  CONSIDERING  THE  MERITS  OF  THE  CLAIMS  OF  VARIOUS  PARISHES 
FOR  MAIN  DRAINAGE,  On  PUBLIC  HEALTH  GROUNDS  ALONE,  IT  IS 
EXTREMELY  DIFFICULT  TO  SINGLE  OUT  AN  INDIVIDUAL  PARISH,  AS  THE 
SITUATION  IS  CONSTANTLY  CHANGING,  LaST  YEAR,  CONGERSTONE 
RECEIVED  SPECIAL  MENTION,  THIS  YEAR,  ORTON  SHOULD  BE  PLACED  IN 
THIS  CATEGORY,  FROM  TIME  TO  TIME  ONE  GAINS  THE  IMPRESSION  THAT 
DIFFICULTIES  HAVE  BEEN  CAUSED  BY  BUILDING  HOUSES  WHERE  THERE  IS 
NO  SATISFACTORY  DRAINAGE,  ThIS  WAS  THE  CASE  IN  FeNNY  DRAYTON 
AND  Is  THE  CAUSE  OF  DITCH  NUISANCES  IN  RaTCLIFFE  CULEY,  TO 
MENTION  TWO  AREAS  ONLY,  ThE  PROBLEM  CAUSED  BY  "SEWER  DITCHES”
